consisted of a few plain ohairs, a plum table, 
a bedstead made by tho village carpenter, 
Oarpeta there wero nouo. 
Today, few are 


iho homes, ia city or country, that do not 


erago laborer by a week's work may earn 
enough to enable him at night to repose up- 
on a spring bed. 


Fifty years ago, tho kitchen "dressers" 


wero sot forth with a shining row of pew- 
ter plates. Tbo farmer ate with a buck- 
handled knife and an iron or pewter spoon, 
but the advancing civilization has sout tho 
plates and spoonJ to tho melting pot, while 
the knives and forks have given place to 
nickel or silver-plated cutlery. 


In those days the utensils for cooking 


were n dinner-pot, tea-kettle, skillet, Dutch 
oven, and frying-pan ; today there is no end 
of kitchen furniture. 


The pooplo of 1830 sat in tho evening iu 


tho glowing light of a pitch-knot fire, or 
read their weekly newspapers by tho flicker- 
ing light of ft "tallow dip;" now, in city 
and village, thoir apartments are bright 
with the flamo of the gas jot or tho softer 
radiance of kerosene. 
Then, if tho fire 


went out upon tho hearth, it wag rekindled 
by ft conl from a neighboring hearth, or by 
flint, steel, and tinder. Thosa who indulged 
in pipes and cigara could'light them only by 
some hearthstone ; today we light firo and 
pipes by tho dormant -firo-works in the 
match Rafo, at a cost of ono hundredth of n 
cent. 


In those days wo guessed tho hour of 


neon, or ascertained it by tho creeping or 
tho sunlight up to tho "noon mark" drawn 
upon tho floor ; only tho well-to-do could af- 
ford a clock. 
Today who does not carry a 


watch ? and as for clocks, you may purchase 
them at wholesale, by tho cart-load, at sixty- 
two cents apiece. 


Fifty yeara ago, how many dwellings wore 


adorned .with pictures ? How many aro 
there now that do not display ft print, en- 
graving, chromo, 
or 
lithograph ? How 


many pianos or parlor organs were there 
then ? Reed organs wore not invented till 
1840, and now they aro in every village. 


Some who mny rend thia article will re- 


member that in 18110 tho Bible, tho nlratmao, 
and tho few text-books used in school \voro 
almost tho only volumes of tho household. 
Tho dictionary was a volume -four inches 
square nnd nn inch and a half in thickness. 
In soniG of the country villages A few pubiio- 
spirited men had gathered libraries contain- 
ing from three to fivo hundred volumes ; in 
contrast, tho public libraries of tho present, 
containing more than ten thousand volumes, 
have an aggregate of 10,(>r>0,000 volumes, 
not including the Sunday school and private 
libraries of tho country.
